Drawings 

The drawings were received on 12/02/2005. These drawings are not accepted 
by the Examiner. 

Figures 5 and 6 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because 
only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action.

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The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting 
any errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Tajima (JP 20012861 18) in view of Hazelton (6323567). Tajima teaches in figure 2, a 
voice coil type linear motor with a cooling function comprising: a closed magnetic circuit 
formed into the theta-shape, by an inner yoke provided between a pair of outer yokes 
made up of magnetic materials arranged in parallel with a longitudinal center axis in 
such a manner as to be in parallel with the pair of outer yokes, the outer yokes and side 
yokes provided at both end portions of the inner yoke; and permanent magnets 
provided on inner sides of the outer yokes and on outer sides of the inner yoke with 
polarities thereof which face opposite surfaces of the outer yoke and the inner yoke 
being made opposite to each other or with polarities thereof which face only the outer 
yokes being made opposite each other to thereby a field. 

Tajima does not teach a bobbing on the armature. Hazelton teaches in figure 7, 
an armature made up of a bobbin of non-magnetic and insulating materials and a coil 
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provided around the bobbin is provided between the permanent magnets via air gaps in 
such a manner as to move in an axial direction or in such a manner that, on the 
contrary, the armature is made stationary, and the permanent magnet sides move, the 
coil is wound around the bobbin, a case is constructed on an exterior of the bobbin, a 
coil portion is made watertight, a fluid supply port and a fluid discharge port are provided 
12 on the bobbin or the case, and a cooling fluid is caused to flow between the coil and 
the case so that the coil is cooled directly. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to have an armature with a bobbin in order to support the coil. 

Referring to claim 2, Tajima teach all of the claimed features as discussed above. 
Tajima does not teach water-tightness. Hazelton teaches water-tightness in figure 7. It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to 
have water-tightness in order to prevent electrical malfunctions in the apparatus. 

Referring to claim 3, Tajima teach all of the claimed features as discussed above. 
Tajima does not teach water-tightness by way of bonding. Hazelton teaches water- 
tightness by way of bonding in figure 7. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time of the invention to have water-tightness by way of bonding in 
order to prevent electrical malfunctions in the apparatus.
